CLEVELAND, ‘Perry Burgess, of 
New York, president of the Leonard 
Wood Memorial foundation for 
search in leprosy, has summarized the 
present scientific attitude toward 
disease. 

Burgess visited Cleveland after 
turning from the World Congress 
Leprosy, in Cairo, Egypt.

He suggested one immediate svlution 
for the treatment of lepers: The 
regation of all lepers in self-supporting 
colonies and a world organization for 
trade among them. He said that there 
are 3,000,000 people affected by leprosy

Burgess enumerated some the 
more important facts now known about 
the disease: 

There are not more than 400 lepers 
in the United States. 

Fifty per cent of lepers are able- 
bodied. 

Leprosy is not necessarily fatal. 
large percentage of lepers die of old 
age or tuberculosis. 

The disease takes about 20 years to 
incubate and is contagious only in cer- 
tain restricted areas. 

The germ has been isolated but has 
not been grown. Nobody knows how to 
kill it by treatment. 

Experimentation with the disease is 
difficult because it cannot be trans- 
mitted to animals.
